PROCEEDINGS OF 

THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 


Locations Made for Street Lights—Several 
Streets Ordered Improved—Grade 
Stakes for Grand Avenue 


All the members of the City Board 
of Trustees were present at , last Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting. 

A petition was received from the 
Sierra and San Francisco Power Com¬ 
pany asking permission tostretch high 
voltage wires across Swift Avenue and 
San Bruno Road. 

H. T. Jackson, a representative of : 
the company, appeared before the 
board and* stated that steel towers 
would be used to hold the main lines 
of wire, and that at road crossings the 
wires would be tifly-eight feet high. 
At no point between the towers would 
the wires be less than twenty-live feet 
above the ground. 

Mr. Jackson also stated that his 
company would furnish electric cur¬ 
rent for both power and light at differ¬ 
ent points along the line, but that the 
direct purpose of the company was to j 
furnish power to the United Railroads 
in Han Francisco. 

Upon motion of Trustee McBweeney, 
seconded by Trustee Edwards, action 
in the matter was postponed one week, j 

Mr. Jackson was assured unofficially j 
that the company’s request would be I 
granted. • 

A communication was received from 
Engineer C. E. Moore, accompanied 
with a complete report ol surveys he 
had made of the city for sewer grades 
and lines, and estimates of cost oi put¬ 
ting in sewers. Many suggestions 
were made in regard to what old sewers 
should be retained, where manholes 
should ibe placed, where new sewers 
should be put in, and describing plans 
for suitable outlets. A complete sewer 
system could be installed for the city 
for the sum of $51,1175, which would 
include suitable septic tanks at the | 
outlets. 

The report is a long and comprehen¬ 


sive. 

Chairman Hynding announced that 
the City Trustees would call a mass 
meeting of the citizens in the near 
future to discuss the advisability of 
holding a special election at which a 
bond issue would be voted to pay for a 
complete sewer system. 

Upon motion of Trustee Caerdes, 
seconded by Trustee Mickey, the com¬ 
munication and report were ordered 
placed on file.

Portola Festival Will Start Next Tuesday 
Morning—An Elaborate Program 
Has Been Prepared

PRESIDENT TAFT’S TOAST. 

Since Portola looked through the Golden Gate on the descending sun, 
San Francisco has twice become the imperial city of the Pacific, llrst 
by the energy of a pioneer race and steady growth into the western 
metropolis, and, second, after complete destruction by greedy flames and 
in the face of seemingly insurmountable obstacles, by a regeneration so 
rapid and complete as to be the wonder of the world. May her future 
gi'owth be as remarkable as her past, and may her civic righteousness 
and the individual happiness of her citizens keep pace with it. 








Beginning Tuesday, October 19th, 
and continuing for five days, San 
Francisco will celebrate with the 
Portola Festival the rebuilding of the 
city and will commemorate the discov¬ 
ery in 17(59 of the Bay of San Francisco 
by Don Gaspar de Portola, first Span¬ 
ish governor of California. 

The celebration will be more than a 
local one, embracing California and the 
entire West. As the blow to San 
Francisco in 1906 was keenly felt 
throughout the West, so its recovery 
will be acclaimed and the entire West 
w ill join in the celebration. 

All is in readiness for the big festival 
which will De tinged with the romance 
and poetry of the old Spanish fiestas, 
'fhe details of the program for five 
days of music-mad revelry have been 
completed. Hundreds of {artisans are 
here and there putting the finishing 
touches to the decorations and illumi¬ 
nations. 

For the festival, San Francisco will 
be in gala attire as never before. By 
night it will blaze with 2,000,000 lights 
of 80,000,000 candle-power. By day it 
w ill be a bower of red and yellow and 
a-ilutter with millions of flags, stream¬ 
ers and. pennants. 

All previous efforts of decorating 
and illuminating, for which San Fran¬ 
cisco was famous before the lire, will 
j be eclipsed during Portola w r eek. 
Nearly $100,000 has been spent by the 
festival committee and tint merchants 
of the city in transforming San Fran¬ 
cisco into a fairyland. 

Twenty-five foreign nations will be 
represented at the celebration. Eight 
warships from the kingdoms across 
the seas will take part in the big naval 
; pageant and their officers and men 
will be picturesque features of the 
festivities. The foreign war vessels 
will be the II. M. S..Bedford, Shear¬ 
water and Algerine, from England; the 
idzumo, from Japan; the Calabria, 
from Italy; the Neord Brabant, from 
Holland and the Ancona, representing 
Germany. All of the vessels are the 
pick of the fleets of the various 
j countries. 

A score of vessels will represent the 
United States. When at anchor the 
great international armada will stretch 
for miles along the harbor front. The 
j illumination of the vessels at night 
and the play of the scores of search¬ 
lights as they ogle the shores and hills 
will be one of the thrilling spectacles 
of the festival. 

The festival will be inaugurated on 
1 Tuesday morning, October 19th, by the 
return of Don Gaspar de Portola to 
the city. Escorted by the Portola 
Dragoons he will head the greatest 
military pageant ever seen in the West.

| will form a bewildering array that will 
| stretch along the streets for miles. At 
1 Marshall Square, Portola will be re¬ 
ceived by the Mayor and the golden 
keys of the city entrusted to his care, 
j Repairing to Union Square, Portola 


will be presented to Miss Virgilia 
Bogue, queen of the festival. 

Tuesday night will be notable for a 
reception to be tendered Portola, the 
queen, the visiting dignitaries and the 
army and navy officers. It will lie 
the most brilliant affair in the social 
history of San Francisco. 

An open air concert by 6000 school 
children will be one of the features for 
Wednesday. 

Thursday morning the big civic 
parade will occur. It will depict the 
industries and life of the West. There 
will lie more than 200 floats drawn by 
1500 horses and more than 2000 cos¬ 
tumed actors will help portray the ac 
ti\ ities of the West. 

Thursday afternoon the l>ig naval 
parade will be held. Hundreds of 
ships will participate and it will be 
one of the most magnificent sights 
ever seen in the West. In the even¬ 
ing there will be a grand masquerade 
ball. 

Friday morning there will be a big 
automobile parade in which more than 
3000 machines will participate. They 
will be gorgeously decorated and will 
furnish one of the picturesque features 
of the festival. 

Friday afternoon the big track and 
field meet will be held in Golden Gate 
Park. World’s champions will com¬ 
pete in the various events and the 
medals will be awarded to the winners 
by Queen Virgilia. 

The festival will be notable for its 
big athletic program. In addition to 
the track and field meet there will be 
amateur and professional golf tourna¬ 
ments, a tennis tournament, assoeia- 
I lion and Rugby football games, a la¬ 
crosse match, an aquatic carnival, 
j with swimming races and contests be- 
| tween the cutters of Die various war¬ 
ships. 

Saturday morning there will be a 
800-mile automobile road race over 
Foothill boulevard in Alameda county. 
More than $25,000 in prizes will be 
divided among the winners. The 
j course will be guarded by militia and 
an all-night ferry service will enable 
visitors to conveniently see the start 
| of the great race. 

The festival will close Saturday night 
! in a whirlwind of revelry. There will 
be a big historical pageant with illum¬ 
inated floats, many of them being the 
! largest ever built. This pageant will 
j be a pictorial review of the history of 
California and the West.since the days 
of Don Gaspar’s discovery of the Ray 
| of San Francisco. 

A grand carnival will follow the 
pageant. The streets will be turned 
over to the maskers and bands will 
! play on all the corners.

Rapid Transit company to charge 
more than one fare to Coney Island. 
Tills decision was rendered in tho ease 
of a Dr. McFarlane, who had refused 
to pay the two fares regularly col¬ 
lected by the railroad company. Many 
thousands of New York residents re¬ 
member tlie riots which followed the 
issuance of this decision. The Sunduy 
crowds bound for Coney Island de¬ 
clined to pay the two fares, and tho 
entire police force was required to pre¬ 
vent Incipient rebellion. Hundreds of 
persons were lnJunH. A few days 
later Judge Gaynor advised all travel¬ 
ers to puy the two fures until tho 
higher courts could pass upon the de¬ 
cision. Tills stopped confusion. The 
upper courts held that It was legal for 
the company to charge a double fare. 

Judge Gaynor first attracted public 
attention when he took jwirt In the In- I 
vestigation of the election frauds at 
Gravesend In 1893. As a result of this 
investigation several men were sent to 
prison, and one of the most corrupt 
"election gangs” New York city ever 
knew was broken up. This made Judge 
Gaynor a conspicuous figure, and a 
short time later he was nominated by 
the Republicans and Independent Dem¬ 
ocrats for a plAoe on the supreme court 
bench, lie was elected for fourteen 
yours In 1893 and was re-elected In 
1907 and assigned for service In the 
appellate division,

have bo<*n criticised, often severely, 
by men well qualified to judge. Profit¬ 
ing by the past, the officials of the 
thirteenth decennial census have said 
to a body of experts, "Put your heads 
together and help us to compose sched¬ 
ules covering population, agriculture, 
manufactures and mines and mining 
which shall best fill the demands of 
business, science, progress and human 
welfare.” 

So tho classes of men which have 
supplied competent critics In the past 
have now furnished builders who are 
about to complete their Inters in 
Washington. They came as salaried, 
expert special agents to give the coun¬ 
try the benefit of study and experi¬ 
ence to make the census of 1910, it is 
hoped, the most valuable ever taken 
anywhere In the world There are 
among these men professors, occupy¬ 
ing many different chairs, and indus¬ 
trial, farm, stock, mining and other 
exi>erts. The schedule of manufac¬ 
tures has been presented for criticism 
to commercial bodies, and the tenta¬ 
tive agricultural schedule has been ex¬ 
amined by experts of the department 
of agriculture,, by state commissioners 
of agriculture and others. 

Many Enumerators to Be Employed- 1 

Census Director E. Dana Durand is 
tho administrative head of the bureau, 
which is under the Jurisdiction of 
Charles Nagel, secretary of the depart¬ 
ment of commerce and labor. As¬ 
sistant Director W. F. Willoughby, 
with Dr. J. A. Hill, will have immedi¬ 
ate charge of the technical work of 
the bureau. The population returns 
as of the date April 15, 1910, will be 
obtained by 65,000 enumerators under 
the oversight of 330 supervisors. The 
agricultural schedule also will lie car¬ 
ried by 45,000 of the enumerators and 
will cover the farm operations of 1900 
and the farm equipment on April 15, 

1910. 

The great importance of this sched¬ 
ule will be realized from the fact that 
about three times as much capital Is 
invested In agriculture us In manufac¬ 
tures. Six million farms will be visit¬ 
ed. and It is expected that It will de¬ 
velop that fully 15,000,000 people are 
engaged in agricultural pursuits.

These Es¬ 
kimos, who call tliemselves Nunacotlcs, 
said they had never before seen a 
white man. Bower says they were 
very tall and looked much like the 
North American Indian. They all 
wore rich furs. They had never seen 
a gun and were startled when one was 
fired off for their edification. Men 
and women of the tribe carried bows 
and arrows and peculiar knives of 
their own manufacture. The women 
were all heavily tattooed.

HOPES TO GO IN SEPTEMBER 

Dr. Henry E. WctlwHIl, Treve4er tnd 
Inventor, Says It Is America's Duty 
to Substantiate Claim to Vast Terri¬ 
tory Lying Within Antarctic Circle. 

Now that the north jH»le has been 
discovered the question is arising In 
the minds of explorers, What of the 
south pole ? 

Among those who are planning to go 
south is Dr. Henry E. Wetherill of 
Philadelphia, a surgeon and Inspector 
of rifle practice in the Pennsylvania 
naval reserves, once a companion of 
Commander Peary in arctic travel und 
an inventor of scientific instruments. 

Dr. Wetherill Is preparing to explore 
the region surrounding the south pole 
known as \\ likes Land, which, he 
sakl recently, was the most fasclnat- 
lng field for the explorer today. “It Is 
a vast territory,” lie explained, "lying 
wholly within the antarctic circle and 
in vastness can lie said to lx* at least 
twice the size of the United States. , 
Commander Wilkes of the United ' 
States navy discovered it. approaching 
from the south of Australia In 1840. 
Lieutenant Shackleton crossed a sec¬ 
tion of this land on his recent dash to¬ 
ward the south pole, entering upon it i 
as well as I can understand, from a 
point somewhat to the southward of ! 
South America. 

Fertile Field For Explorers. 

"This great waste affords a fertile 
field for the explorer because it is 
land and ujxm it there is a chance 
of discovering interesting conditions. 
There is a comparatively small amount 
of land in the north polar regions, 
which makes that territory of less im¬ 
portance, to my way of thinking, than 
this region surrounding the south 
pole.” 

Dr. Wetherill pointed out the fact 
that it had been a question in the 
minds of some as to whether Com¬ 
mander Wilkes actually discovered this 
continent which l>ears hfs name, and 
he thinks that slnco the north pole has 
b«*>n discovered it is the duty of Amer¬ 
icans to send an expedition south to 
substantiate the American claim and 
n way to vindicate Wilkes. 

" ’•Such a plan," said Dr. Wetherill, 
“has been taking shape In the ni.tnds 
of certain mem tiers of American scien¬ 
tific societies for years, but now the 
matter seofns to i>e taking definite [ 
form. Edwin Swift Balch, a member ^ 
of the Philadelphia Philosophical so- ‘ i 
clety and a leading authority on south ■ 
polar conditions, has applied to the 1 
Philadelphia Geographical society, and, cr 
I think, to two other societies as well, hh 
for support In bringing the question tb 
to the attention of congress during the 
coming term.

He has recently Invent¬ 
ed a patent sextant, also a table for 
taking Greenwich time by what ho 
calls a lunar declination—that Is, to 
determine longitude by nn oiiservation 
of the moon. 

lie explained that lunar observations 
for longitude were made in tin* past, 
but the task was one of such complex¬ 
ity that few navigators were equal to 
It. He has devised a simplified meth¬ 
od which he considers to In* one of 
his most important contributions to 
the science of navigation. By the use 
of this table, he said, longitude could 
be determined by a lunar observation 
In fifteen minutes. 

THo Stellar Sextant. 

The new sextant which Dr. Wotherlll 
has invented contains, instead of two 
reflectors of the old type, only one re- j 
Sector, which makes It of especial 
value In polar work, due to the fact 
that a star can be much more readily 
observed through It. Dr. Wetherill not 
only devised this Instrument, hut he 
actually built It. using, he said, tbe
